F. Kornfeld, United States minister 
to Persia, just resigned, who returned 
on the Leviathan with a report ofthe 
tragedy which he will submit to the 
state department at Washington: 

“In Teheran, as in most Persian 
cities,’ Mr. Kornfeld related, “there 
are numerous. drinking fountains 
where are stationed seif-constituted 
attendants who, in the name ‘of a Mo- 
hammedan saint, Abbas. solicit. alms. 
At the time of the Imbrie affair there 
had been given wide circulation a 
story of a miracle that was reputed 
to have occurred at one of these foun- 
tails only a few weeks before. 

“The story was that a native ap- 
proached this fountain to fill a gourd 
with water. ‘In the name of Abbas? 
asked the alms solicitor. ‘No, in the 
name of Bahai,’ replied the gourd- 
bearer. Straightway he was stricken 
blind for his blasphemy; tne as he 
descended to his knees and ranted with 
a prayer of apology directed to the 
saint, Abbas, his sight was restored. 

“The fountain became a gathering. 
place of thronged thousands, who tied 
themselves to it and lapped up the 


toward it and prayed. 

“Imbrie heard of this. One day he 
strapped on a camera and, with his 
aide, named Seymour, drove in a 
barouche to the miracle spot. ° Imbrie 
forced his way through the crowd to 
take a photograph. The natives surged 
around him, clamoring, and he fled 
to the barouche and drove away. 

“Behind the carriage the infuriated 
natives ran shouting ‘Stop him. The 
infidel has killed four of the faithful 
oe poisoned the waters of the Youn- 
ain. 

Although he was not wholly in- 
formed of events that immediately 
followed, said Mr. Kornfeld, the gist 
of conflicting reports was that the 
natives believed Imbrie’s camera to be 
a weapon which silently dispatched 
death. 

“They overhauled Seymour in an 
alleyway where he had taken refuge 
and mauled him,” he continued. “They 
pursued Imbrie into a tea shop; they 
clubbed and stoned him until the police 
rescued him and carried him to a hos- 


“Even then the outraged natives 
were not satisfied. Thev clamored for 
Imbrie’s life in atonement to their 
Mohammedan saint Abbas. They 
stormed the hospital, battered down 
the doors and, finding Imbrie uncon- 
scious upon an operating table, tore 
the tiles from the floor and crushed 
out his life with them.” 

The state department already was | 
in possession of evidence supporting 
the story he related, said Mr. Korn- 
feld. As for reports that Imbrie’,

Electrict Chair 
Used To Punish 


Unruly Pupils 


Barnesville, Minn., October 22.—H. 
T. Upsahl, instructor in the Barnes- 
ville high school, who is to appear in 
justice court Saturday to answer 
chatges of assault'in connection with 
the use of an “electric chair” to punish 
unruly students, coatinued at the head 
of his classes today. 

No removal of the instructor or 
change will be made, the school board 
announced, until the charges are aired 
out in court Saturday. 

According to T. B. Hanson, member 
of the school board, the feeling of the 
school board is that Upsahl merely 
“made a mistake through an attempt 
to scare the boys.” However, it was 
said a thorough examination will be 
conducted and Upsahl will be punished 
if the facts warrant. 

“There is no cause for such excite- 
ment as prevailed yesterday over Up- 
sahl’s mistake,” said Mr. Hanson. “It 
Was a prank apparently with no crim- 
inal intent. Upsalil has a very goo: 
record. The boys who were in the 
chair are all playing around today. 
My own boy was in the chair, but is 
uninjured,” 

Upsahl is ont on bonds of $2.000. 
His arrest came on complaint of Fred 
Tenneson, railroad worker, who 
charged that Upsahl placed his son, 
Karl, in the “electrie chair” and ap- 
plied such a high voltage that the boy 
“has holes in the calf of each leg which 
look like wounds inflicted by a sharp 
instrument.” 

In a statement today Mr. Upsahl 
said: “The chair that I had con- 
trived for punishing the thildren— 
three in all—was merely anh-ordinary 
office chair to which I attached a high 
frequency current or a tesla coil, 
When I placed the students in this 
chair, I saw to it that their arms were 
placed tightly against the arms of the 
chair. I did this as the tesla coil was 
fastened to the metal rod running 
through the chair and if the arm was 
placed solidly against the arm of the 
chair, the pupil would merely feel a 
tingling sensation. If the arm would 
loosen itself from the arm of the chair. 
small sparks would fly, but the stu- 
dent would not be injured. 

“The current, at its strongest, was 
not any more violent than the elec- 
trical treatment used by medical men 
for rheumatism. I could have and 
should have‘used a ruler to the chil- 
dren, but I had found that that was 
insufficient, although it would hurt 
them more. My idea in using the 
chair was to give them mental punish- 
ment. In short, I wanted to scare 
them. Mental pursshment, you know. 
is more effective than mere physical 
punishment. 

“Thev—the parents of the pupils of 
Barnesville high school—are trying to 
make a ‘case’ out of this but they will 
not succeed. They have been taking 
the side of the pupils all year and we 
bave had a hard time in getting dis- 
cipline. I realize that I made a mis- 
take but I think it will bring to their 
attention the absolute necessity of dis- 
cipline. As to the reported ‘severe 
cuts on the Tenneson boy’s legs’ that 
is merely plain bunk.”

New York, October 22.—Although 
the Dawes reparation plan has been 
in operation but a short time there 
is “more hope, more good will, aye, 
and more charity abroad in Europe 
than there has been for 10 years at 
least, if not almost from time imme- 
morial,” Sir Esme Howard, British 
ambassador to the United States, de- 
clared in an address here today at a 
luncheon of the New York board of 
trade and transportation. 

Speaking upon the general subject 
of economics in international poll- 
tics and international trade as a fac- 
tor for peace, the ambassador also 
referred to past activities of certain 
concession hunters and company pro- 
moters in world fields, which some- 
times have threatened the peace of 
the world. He declared that there is 
“only one way to eliminate this pos- 
sible danger to peace and good will, 
and that is by the strict application 
of the American doctrine of the 
‘open door.’ ”’ 

“If there is one thing we have 
leared during the last few strenuous 
and terrible years,” he said, “it is 
the necessity of recognizing the value 
of economics in international  poli- 
tics. Nothing has, I believe, ever 
brought this so home to the world as 
the struggle over the Dawes repara- 
tion scheme, which brought the whole 
question out of the murky atmos- 
phere of sentiment and politics down 
onto the bed rock of hard economic 
fact and. proved to those’ interested 
that it is, when you comeito dealing 
in sums required for reparations, al- 
most as difficult to receive them 
without upsetting the economics up- 
ple cart as to pay them. 

Effects Already Visible. 

“Even now there are many who be- 


lieve that the payment of the sums 
fixed by the Dawes plan may pro- 
duce economic conclusions in the 
creditor countries. That is a point of 
view which even the greatest finan- 
ciers at the Paris conference barely 
hinted at, but now the doctors are 
agreed that a surfeit of gold or goods 
may prove as indigestible to a na- 
tion as a surfeit of mince pies at 
Christmas to a school boy. 

“There is not one of us, I venture 
to say, who did not wish from his 
whole heart that France might be 
completely and fully indemnified for 
the great and terrible losses she suf- 
fered in the war even though we 
might not agree exactly as to the 
methods. Well, now, thank God, wea 
have had the best financial doctors in 
council and they have prescribed a 
remedy and the diffeernt patients 
have had the good sense to try the 
cure prescribed. 

“Already the effects of this are 
visible although the plan has only 
actually been in operation a few days. 
There is, I venture to say, more hope, 
more good will, aye and more chawty 
abroad in Europe than there has 
been for ten years at least, if not al- 
most from time immemorial. I am, 
fear, a natural optimist but when I

read the speeches of the various 
statesmen at the opening of the fifth 
assembly of the league of nations 1 
could not help feeling that even those 
who might disagree with some of the 

j they said must be convinced 
that they one and all were inspired 
with a genuine heartfelt desire to es- 
tablish a reign of peace on earth and 
were not paying mere lip service to 
the cause of peace. ... 

“Peace—lasting, enduring, is the 
greatest objective of any statesman 
today. War, modern war, can only 
be destructive and ruinous in an ever 
increasing degree. It is your busi- 
ness, you who are interested in world 
commerce and affairs .... to see to 
it that your business is not such as 
to endanger peace and good will 
among nations. .... 

Quotes President. 

“T should like here, if I may do so 
without impertinence, to quote some 
words of the president of the United 
States in a recent speech. He said: 

“*It is no part of public policy, as 
the American people now conceive it, 
to tear down legitimate and useful 
business. But it is their firm de- 
termination that business forms and 
methods shall be subordinated to the 
public interest.’ 

‘There we have it all in a nutshell. 
But if business forms and methods 
shall be subordinated to the public 
interest at home, how much more im- 
portant is it that they should be so 
subordinated abroad where the clash 
of competition may easily produce ill 
will and serious complications with 
other countries and so endanger that 
will to peace which we are all agreed 
should be the principal aim of all. 

“Before the war governments of 
many countries were, in my humble 
opinion, far too much inclined to push 
with all the strength they could the 
interests in foreign countries of con- 
cession hunters and company pro- 
moters of their own nationality. ... 
In fact, it may be said without any 
exaggeration that this was one of the 
principal causes, for there were many, 
of the late war. I do not hold a 
brief for any goverument. To- be 
quite frank I think none could afford 
to throw a stone at any other in this 
matter. ... 

“Certain concession hunters . ; 
have no hesitation in getting up news- 
paper and: political agitations to fur- 
ther their objects, and by doing so, 
to embroil their own country with 
other friendly countries against whom 
every conceivable story may be in- 
vented. There is, I think, only one 
way to eliminate this possible danger 
to peace and good will and that is by 
the strict application of the American 
doctrine of the ‘open door,’ i. e., per- 
fect equality of opportunity to all in 
the matter of these concessions in 
undeveloped or semi-developed coun- 
tries and by what I may call a self- 
denying agreement among nations by 
which they will pledge themselves not 
to support in any way the efforts of 
their own nationals to obtain conces- 
sions in such countries.”

The mun’s wife, according 
to Emery, has been employed in the 
real estate office only a fortnight ani 
he had never seen either Simpson or 
Mrs. Simpson before thet time. 

“Mrs. Simpson kad told me she had. 
filed suit for divorce,’ Colonel Emers 
said today. “This morning she came 
to me and said her husband had come 
to the office again in a very intox!- 
cated condition, and that she was 
afraid of him. 

“I walked into the outer office 
where Simpson stood and asked him 
what he wanted.

enacted. That law was given a life 
of only eight years in the text of 
the enactment, but the system, by 
extension, was in effect at the time 
that the European war was declared 
in 1914. On account of the un- 
looked-for declaration of war, the 
enormous sums of European capital 
invested in American industry and 
in loans, and the trade relations ex- 
isting at the time between America 
and all of the nations at war, this 
country would have been most 
seriously involved in panic but for 
the strong defense arm of this legis- 
lation. 

! During the first term of President 
Wilson, ‘with a democratic senate 
and house, the Aldrich-Vreeland act 
was revised, materially strengthened 
ahd developed into the present fed- 
eral system. 

In this Mr. McCord had a con- 
Spicuous part and became the first 
governor of the Atlanta regional 
bank, resigning from the active vice 
presidency of the Third National, of 
which he was one of the organizers. 
He subsequently became chairman 
of the board and federal reserve 
agent.

NAVY DAY—OCTOBER 27. 


There can be no doubt of the 
warm affection the American 
people for their country’s navy. 

Its unprecedented record during 
the world war in transporting mil- 
lions of men, to and from France, 
without an accident, or a casualty 
of serious nature, challenged the ad- 


miration of the world. 

Particularly is this true of the 
conveyance of our boys overseas 
during the height of the German 
submarine warfare, when no part of 
the ocean, or either shore, was im- 
mune from attack. So well were the 
transports convoyed, and so sys- 
tematic and well organized and reg- 
ulated the embarkation and the 
movements, that almost the impos- 
sible was accomplished, and in that 
particular alone, aside from the 
fighting qualifications of this first 
line of defense, the American navy 
stands preeminent as the nation’s 
strongest arm in the event of inter- 
national trouble. 

October 27 has been designated 
as “navy day.” It is the birthday 
of the late Theodore Roosevelt, 
whose heart was always. close 
to the navy, having been, as 
was his son subsequently, assistant 
secretary of the navy before his 
phenomenal entrance into the elec- 
toral politics of America. 

The day will be fittingly 
served by the officers and men 
of the American navy, wherever 
they may be. And it should be ob- 
served by all Americans, even if 
only with a pause and a thought of 
good will, for of all the branches of 
the government’s defense organiza- 
tion the navy should be brought the 
closest to the American heart. 

In times of peace it is out of 
sight, and for America most of the 
times are peace times, and it is 
hoped all the time in the future may 
be peace time. To that extent it is 
also out of mind. In everyday life 
we see the soldier; we hear the drum 
corps; we find it at social and civic 
and state functions, but not so with 
the navy. And hence the appro- 
priateness of the navy day that we 
think of it, and cherish a new pride 
in its enviable record of the past, 
and a stronger hope for its efficien- 
cy in ary emergency of the future. 

On October 27 let us think of our 
navy—the great factor for the main- 
tenance of peace, and not the ag- 
gressor for the provocation of war.

DAMPNESS. 

This time of year, somehow, there 
are alWays many queries concerning 
damp basements, damp cellars, damp 
living rooms and damp bedrooms. One 
might say this is the seasor. of—damp- 
nation, “I can’t sleep in this room,” 
protested the tenant, “it’s too damp.” 
“Too damp what?” demanded the irus 
cible landlady. 7 

Dampness seems to worry us but 
little until the weather begins to turn 
cold. Then we discover how very 
damr the place is and wonder whether 
it will give us rheumatiz or consump- 
tion or something. 

For comfort and the preservation of 
food, clothing, furniture and household 
fittings it is natural that we should 
endeavor to keep a dry house, reason- 
ably dry. Personal comfort 
| factor ot no inconsiderabie importance 
in the business of keeping well, and to 
that extent the avoidance of dampness 
is a health matter. But peace of 
mind is also a factor of health, and 
it contributes toward peace of mind to 
know that dampness. however uncom- 
fortable or troublesome it may be to 
the householder, is of no practicak im- 
portance from the sanitary point of

view. ‘That is to say, dampness is not 
a cause of any disease, True, our 
forefathers imagined it brought disease, 
just as they imagined ‘‘sewer gas” car- 
ried pestilence and decomposing ani- 
mal or vegetable matter “bred”? germs, 
and so became sources of epidemics.

Has the United States bureau of 
standards the formula for a simple 
automobile polish?

the gray of dawn when I and another 
agent turned off Chicago avenue in 
River Forest and made for the cir- 
cling drive through the forest pre- 
serve leading to the open meadow 
beyond which, near the river, thé 
“reds” had scheduled their first “un- 
derground” convention. 

We had arrived early in order to 
escape possible questioning by guards 
who wer? sure to be posted about the 
spot selected for the meeting, also in 
order that we might hide ourselves 
safely away among the bushes at the 
edge of the “convention grounds.” But 
early as we were, the “red” guards 
were earlier. As we were starting 
across the -open fields toward the 
woods near the river a man stepped 
out from the shadows and approached 
us. He wore a white carnation with 
a splash of red in the center. His 
ancestry clearly was Russian. When 
within about six yards of us he bow- 
ed low, one hand to his breast. 

Passing the Test. 

“Where did you come from, com- 
rades?” he asked in Russian. It was 
the question agreed upon to test ar- 
rivals. If they did not understand, 
then they were sure to be transient 
picknickers who would simply con- 
sider the questioner some eccentric 
tramp, laugh at him and pass on. 
If, however, the correct answer was 
given, instructions would be forthcom- 
ing. As it happened, I. knew the 
answer. I bowed low in return. 

“Moscow,” I answered. whereupon 
the guard greeted us effusively and 
the conversation Wis continued in 
English. I told him we had arrived 
on an early train; that we merely 
wished to make sure of the location 
before starting our search for break- 
fast. This se>med to him a reasona- 
ble explanation, He pointed out the 
exaet spot set for the meeting and 
said the time agreed on was 10:30. 

Thanking him and making break- 
fast our excuse, we turned and made 
our wey by another route to the place 
It was not 
diffienlt to find. The ground was cov- 
ered with leaves and the bushes were 
thick, so all that was necessary for 
us to do was lie down, cover our- 
selves with leaves and remain quiet. 

Fist Fights Enliven Meeting. 

At about 7 o'clock they began to 
arrive. ‘Througn a crack in the fo- 
liage we could ses, them as they drove 
into the open area.’ some in cabs, some 
in private automobiles. The orders 
had decreed this so that, in case at- 
tention was called to such a large 
gathering, it would have the appear- 
ance of an organization picnic of 
some sort. However, there was no 
hitch in the program at eny point. 
There were other groups of pienickers 
who had arrived early to establish 
themselves in choice locations for the 
day, and no one paid the slightest 
attention to the crowd of foreign- 
looking persons who seemed to greet 
each other with such courtesy. Nor, 
later in the day, did any one pay 
attention to the angry tone in which 
the meeting was carried on, nor to the 
arguments which at times led to fis¢ 
fights. Such disturbances are com- 
mon enough at foreign gatherings in 
the forest preserve. 

Once assembled, the “convention” 
progressed much as any other meet- 
ing, with the only difference that thls, 
one was in the open instead of within 
walls. Several tithes speeches were 
delayed and interrupted when one of 
the guards reported a stranger ap- 
proaching. At such times the large 
group would break into small circles, 
and the members of these engage in 
laughing conversation, as if they had 
just arrived or were just leaving. 

There were arguments over every- 
thing. The quarreled over the selec- 
tion of committees. They quarreled 
over the name to be adopted for the 
party which they had assembled there 
to unify. And they argued heatedly 
over each item which finally went to 
make up the program, much as school- 
boys argue in a_ debating society. 
There was resentment and suspicion 
during every session. 

The Night Sessions. 

Their sincer:ty and earnestness, 
however, is in uno instance illustrated 
more strikingly than in their perse- 
verance during the convention. Star‘- 
ing sometimes zs early as 6 o'clock in 
the morning, they would Jabor tire- 
lessly through their debates, speech- 
making and arguments throughout the 
day and far into the night, with 
barely enough time allowed for eat 
ing meals. 

At the night sessions no lights were 
allowed. As darkness fell the dele- 
gates would seat themselves in a cres- 
cent about a small hillock which 
served as a dais, and from this slight 
elevation, one after another. the dele- 
gates addressed the convention. Each 
point whieh arose would be sufficient 


cause for eight or ten speeches and at 


least one violent quarrel, followed by 
general wrangling. 

William Bross Lloyd, although the 
founder of the communist-labor party, 
was not present at any of these ses- 
sions. Because of the antagonism of 
several of the communists against him 
it was thought wise to have him re- 
main absent. Isaac Ferguson, the 
lawyer, was there, however, and took 
an active part in the meetings. 

Future Program Discussed. 

At that convention work for the fu- 
ture was taken up from every angle 
and discussed in detail. ‘They even 
discussed the stand to be taken by the 
unified party toward the League of 
Nations. 

The main subject under discussion 
—and the settlement of this took two 
days—was the adoption of resolutions 
favoring the program of Russian com- 
munists whose main objective was 
the overthrow by force of all capital- 
istic governments. The resolution had 
almost passgd by unanimous vote of

For, it was decided, 
election of a communist to legisla- 
tive office would not be in accordance 
with the principle of “overthrow by 
armed force.” 


Chapter 7. 

During the fipal sessions of‘the con- 
vention in the forest preserve the pro- 
gram in its final form was argued as 
a whole. The l. W. W. movement was 
indorsed and a resolution was passed 
making it a part of the program that 
communist organizations all over the 
United States should exert influence 
to win the I. W. W. to communism. 

The federation of labor also came in 
for its share of discussion when, after 
heated debatc, a resolution was passed 
denouncing the federation as an anti- 
revolutionary organization. At the 
same time, however, it was voted that 
an effort be made to place as many 
communists in the ranks of the labor 
organization as possible, with a view 
to changing its policy from one of anti- 
revolutionary sentiment to one which 
would favor revolution, and to destroy 
c@mpletely the then existing federa- 
tion. 

For organizatior purposes the coun- 
try was divided at this convention into 
seven districts. 
is No. 7, consisting of Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, 
North Dakota and South Dakota. 

Discussing League of Nations. 

The league of nations was de- 
neunced as an “open enemy” and a 
futile instrument. which capitalism 
chose to use for its own ends. 

‘The league of nations was created 
to save world capitalism from the inner 
forces of destruction,” reads the mani- 
festo of this meeting, “and from its 
open enemy, the revolutionary prole- 
tariat. It jas been a broken instru- 
ment from the start because of the 
inevitable antagonism between the na- 
tional groups of eapitalists. Besides, 
the breakdown of capitalism has gone 
too far for the easy establishment of a 
new equilibrium. The world war has 
not ended. It has only transformed 
itself into the international war of 
classes. ‘The league of natioas cannot 
secure peace nor can it rally its people 
into a great offensive against the revyo- 
lutionary forces of Europe. It must 
depend upon semibarbarous merce- 
naries. The class consciousness of the 
workers of every advanced nation un- 
dermines the military organization 


‘upon which imperialistic exploitation 


depends.” 
Warned to Prepare for War. 

And here is what was finally 
adopted as expressing the party feel- 
ing toward revolution. 

“Class struggle develops into open 
combat—civil war. The dnited com- 
munist party (the name finally de- 
cided upon) will systematically and 
persistently familiarize the working 
class with the inevitability of armed 
force in the proletarian revolution. 

“The working class must be pre- 
nared for armed insurrection as the 
{inal form of mass action by which 
the workers shall conquer the state 


| power and establish the dictatorship 


of the proletariat. 

“Tet us destroy the capitalistic 
government of the United States and 
substitute the workers’ government.” 

All of this. of course, was 
spersed with discussions of commit- 
tees, the manner in which the program 
eonld be most effectively carried out, 
and a bitter argument as to whether 
the communist party of the United 
States should or should not work 
independently of the Russian com- 
munist leaders. It was finally de- 
eided to accept as final all orders 
coming from Moscow. 

Struggle to Effect Unity. 

The final debate lasted for an en- 
‘ire day and far into the early morn- 
ing of the next, and concerned the 
question of unity of the two parties 
represented by the delegates present. 

There were some delegates who -ob- 
s.tinately refused to agree to such a 
union. 
situation deadlocked, 
rent went on during the day. There 
were speeches by the score, The ob- 
s.inate communist labor’ delegates 
1,ere led away one by one to the outer 
fringe, where a group of “comrades” 
attempted to shake their decision, 

Finally, toward midnight, a new 
procedure was adopted. The two 
groups separted to debate. the 
question by themselves. Looking on 
from where we were lying behind 
the bushes, it seemed silly, this argu- 
ing hour after hour over whether 
there should be one party or. two. 
Yet they argued the question as seri- 
ously and with as much earnestness 
is though it were one upon which 
hinged the fate of the nation. 

Voices Rise in Sons. 

It was almost 2 o’clock in the 
morning when the communist “‘regu- 
lnrs” settled their disputes. The 
communist-laborites still were argu- 
ing. ‘Then followed the weird cere- 
mony. While the labor group argued, 
the other group sang. ‘They sang 
jike a group of school children learn- 
ing a hymn—softly and _ earnestly. 
“Arise Thou Oppressed 
Arise !’the official song of 
ternational. 

T hen _ ~soleiinly they marched 
through the darkness toward the la- 
bor group, still singing, the song 
srowing in volume as they progressed 
—to inspire the others to decide for 
unity. As they approached they were 
met with cheers from the majority of 
the labor group. ‘These, like little 
enildren, took hands and danced about 
the small circle of “obstinates” who 
sill continued their’ arguments hotly, 
their voices rising to a shout in order 
‘o be heard above the singing and 
cheers of the others. 

The singing group would then re- 
treat, the song would stop, to begin 
again after an interval, and the per- 
formance would be repeated over and 
over. 

Contending Factions Merge. 

Each time the dancing group of la- 
borites was enlarged by a few of the 
wbstinate ones, until, as the singing 
crowd advanced once again the cheer 
ing which greeted their advance be 
came a rousing shout. 

The labor party group rushed to- 
ward the others, singing at the top 
of their yoices. The groups merged 
znd- with the merging the song was 
hushed as they solemnly_ clasped 
hands in the grasp of comradship 
and .embraced each other with much 
emotion. 

Thereafter not a thing was said, 
and nothing was heard but the rustle 
of the leaves stirred by the feet ot 
the “comrades” as they departed to 
entry the message of unity to the 
communists throughout the country 
who were awaiting news of this con- 
vention, the location of which none 
ercept the delegates knew.

You also will be interested to know 
that the second Travelers’ Aid somety 
organized in the Unifed States was or- 
ganized in Atlanta, and. that it was 
in this city in 1913, during the South- 
ern Sociological congress, that the 
first.steps were taken toward the or- 
ganization of the National Travelers’ 
Aid, 

“rom the early efforts of. the so- 
ciety, which consisted chiefly of pla- 
cards in railroad stations and steam- 
ship docks, warning the female traveler 
of dangers lurking along the way, to 
the modern trained social worker who 
meets each train at the station and 
gives aid, not only to the tiny tét 
traveling alone, but to the mother, or 
run-away girl or boy, the work has 
developed along the same sane and 
scientific. lines that find us today be- 
ing financed through a Community 
Chest rather than begging our support 
from sympathetic friends, as in ‘those 
early days. 

Meet 2,000 Trains. 

With nine trained social workers, 
made possible through the Community 
the Atlanta Travelers’ Aid is 
meeting on an average of 2.000 trains 
each month, and records show that 
during the vear some sort of service 
has been extended to more than 385,000

Miss Anne Stephens gave a report 
of the recent survey she made of oc- 
#@upations open to women in Atlanta 

fore a group ef educators, social 
workers and leading business men at 
4 luncheon at Rich's tea room yes 
terday. This investigation was con- 
ducted in the summer under the 

‘auspices of the Southern Woman's 
fducational alliance. 

Miss Stephens reported that women 
tn Atlanta were engaged in 300 kinds 
of positions, representing 28 fields 
of work. ‘The field of teaching at- 
tracted the largest number of women, 
while nursing the second largest. She 
found between 2300 and 400 women 
in the city employed in banks, and a 
representative number in real estate 

social woygk, advertising and 
art. The professions of law, medi- 

ine, dentistry and manufacturing 
also have women representatives in 


the city. , 

Miss Stephens, who is educational 
director at M. Rich & Bres. Co., also 
mentioned types of work such as ac- 
countancy, in which no women age 
aut present engaged in Atlanta, but 
stated that it was her belief that a 
woman with the pioneering’ spirit 
could succeed in any field of work 
if she worked hard enough.

Bethlehem Official, Recently

Steel Manufacturers To Get 
Ready For Aggressive Compe- 
tition From Germany. 


New York, October 22.—In spots 
the stock market had the appearance 
today of getting ready for a pre-elec- 


tion udvance in line with the betting 
odds new being quoted througuout 
the financial] district. However, while 


the iow-priced rails and oils were 
stronger, sugar and independent steel 
stocks were soft, Bethlehem making a 
new 1924 low.
